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Quick Start Guide 




Set the Mode Dial to 
< 〇 > (Full Auto). 

All the necessary camera 
settings will be set 
automatically. 
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Attach the lens. 

When attaching an EF-S lens, 
align it with the white index on 
the camera. For other lenses, 
align it with the red index. 



Set the lens focus 
mode switch to <AF>. 


Open the cover 
and insert a CF 
card. 




Focus the subject. 

Aim the AF point over the 
subject and press the shutter 
button halfway to autofocus. 



Take the picture. 

Press the shutter button 
completely to take the 
picture. 


View the image. 

The captured image will be 
displayed for about 2 sec. on 
the LCD monitor.

In Basic Zone Modes 


If necessary, the built-in flash will pop-up automatically in low-light 
or backlit conditions (except in the <54> <<^> <ca> modes).

P: Program AE 

The camera automatically sets the shutter speed and aperture 
in the same way as the <□> mode. 

• Set the Mode Dial to <P>. 

Tv: Shutter-priority AE 

• Set the Mode Dial to <Tv>. 

• Turn the dial to set the desired 
shutter speed, then focus the subject. 

► The aperture will be set automatically. 

• If the aperture display blinks, turn the 
<色> dial until it stops blinking. 



Av ： Aperture-priority AE

aperture, then focus the subject. 

► The shutter speed will be set 
automatically. 

• If the shutter speed display blinks, turn 
the <色> dial until it stops blinking.
